ADVICE TO TERRORS. 


Valuable Hints for Boys in Search 
of Blood and Glory. 


M. Quad Tells Them How to 
the Red Man and the Growling 
Grizzly—Latest Quotations of 
the Bear-Claw Market. 
my 


Come, my son, it is time you were gettin: 
ready fora campaign against the Indians 
and grizzlies, suggests M. Quad, in the De- 
troit free J’ress. You have been reading 
** Daring Dan,’”’ “Ike, the Indian-Slayer,’’ 
‘Gus, the Grizziy-Killer,’’ and other excit- 
ing and truthful stories, intended to make 
a boy dissatisfied with humdrum life, and 
your mind is made up to go West. 

You must have an outfit. That can be got 
while waiting for spring to open. One 
reason why s0 many boy-hunters make a 
failure is beoause they economize too much 
in the outfit. Don’t be stingy in buying 
guns. It will be all the better if you have 
a Spencer carbine and a doxble-barreled 
shot-gun to.go with your Winchester. Sup- 
pose you come suddenly upon a band of 
eighteen Apache warriors... ¥6u could 


ouly kill sixteen, of thom with your Win-, 


chester and two would be left to ride off 
and alarm the tribe. By having some ex- 


+ tra guns along you are sure of the whole 


crowd, and the.tribe won’t get onto you. 

And don’t scrimp on bowie-knives. It 
would be an almost fatal mistake to start 
out with only two. Buy four, at the least. 
They are for use at close quarters with 
grizzlies. Of course, one bowie is enough to 
kill one bear with, but you may be attacked 
by four bears at once, and four knives 
would then be in demand. If you don’t get 
but three bowies make up the deficiency 
with a Spanish stiletto or a Moorish dagger. 
It will come in handy, not only in a close 
fight, but to pick your teeth with at the 
camp-fire. 

As for dress, get the fringed buckskin, a 
coon-skin cap and regular moccasins. Such 
things as shirts, collars, cuffs or handker- 
chiefs would be only waste luggage. If 
you should appear in Miles City with a col- 
lar on it would give you away at once. No- 
body would suspect that you were the 
Young Terror from the East who was 
aching for a chance to tie a knot in a griz- 
zly bear’s tail. 

You should take at least two hundred 
pounds of ammunition. You may be cor- 
ralled somewhere in the Rocky Mountains 
by four hundred fierce and determined In- 
dians, and you don’t want to lose your scalp 
for the want of a few extra cartridges. All 
the provisions needed is a sack of jerked 
buffalo meat. It doesn’t make the least bit 
of differerice whether the buffalo was 
jerked off his feet, over a precipice, or head 
over heels. If the meat is a little fiy-blown 
it will add to your dignity asa hunter. You 
can chew plug tobacco or not, just as you 
feel about it, but it would be wisest to 
do so. All the champion Terrors chew large 
quantities, and the juice comes handy to 
spit into a rattlesnake’s eyes. 


I wouldn’t take a horse if { were you. He 


would bea great deal of trouble to take | 


care of, and most of your hunting will be 
inarough country. The true Terror has 
always gone a-foot and always will. Any 
body on horseback can make up faces at a 
grizzly and gallop off out of reach. 

One great mistake which the average boy 
makes is in planning to accomplish too 
much the first season. Most of them figure 
on wiping out about one thousand Indians 
and twice that number of bears. Keep xour 
estimates down to a reasonablé fig 
You feel ambitious and enthusiastic, of 
course, but there is a limit to what a boy 
cando. Set your tigures at about four 
hundred Indians and three hundred griz- 
zlies. This will be almost two per day the 
year around and will keep you from spoil- 
ing. 

I should scalp every Indian I shot. It not 
only looks more business-like to do so, but 
that’s what you've got a scalping-knife for, 
and if you can get about twoehundred scalp 
locks you can make the nicest door-mat you 
ever saw. It doesn’t hurt a dead Indian a 
bit to scalp him, and if you don’t take it it 
will go to waste. It would be well to have 
a six-mule team follow you at the distance 
of a mile or so topick up and care for the 
rifies, knives, bows and arrows and war- 
clubs of the slain Indians. These can be run 
Bast by car lots and sold at auction, and 
the profits will.buy all your ammunition. 
Don’t exterminate any particular tribe of 
red men, but kill off about one-fourth of 
seven or eight different tribes. This will 
extend your reputaton as a Terror. 

As to the best way of killing an Indian I 
shall not pretend to advise. Some boys 
prefer to shoot him, and others believe in 
sticking him with a knife. If you can catch 
him in a deep gorge you might drop a big 
bowlder down on his head. Another way 
is to catch him by the foot with a lasso and 
drag him over the earth ‘until his spinal 
column is worn down toa tooth-pick. In 
any event the fun will be all on your side. 

It’s a little different with the grizzly bear. 
He won’t be quite so terror-stricken over 
your sudden appearance, being built one 
different plan. You expect some show of 
resistance, however, that. you may have op- 
portunity to show your pluck. Some of 
these pale-faced, weak-kneed boys hold a 
grizzly off at long range and fill him up with 
bullets, but you will never see their wood- 
cuts in adime novel. The true Terror will 
wind his Mexican serape around his left 
arm, hold it out for the bear to chew on, 
and, while the beast is busy getting a 
meal, put the bowie-knife into him to the 
heart. You will be atrifie nervous with 
your first bear, but after that it will be as 
easy as climbing a fence. The claws should | 
be separated from the skin and sold ina 
different lot. The latest quotation on béars 
claws is $16 per bushel, and if you can’t 
average more than two bushels per day you 
will still make a good thing of it.

_ THE FUTURE KAISER. 


Personal Gossip Concerning Prince Will- 
jam of Prussia. 

Prince William, the eldést son of. the 

Crown Prince, and the future heir to the 

German throne, received the title of Major- 


General as @ birthday present from the Em-. | 


peror on Jabuary 27, writes a Berlin corre- 
spondent. The advanced age of the mon- 
arch, and the frail condition of the Crown 
Prince’s health, have certainly had much to 
do with the grandson’s rapid promotion. 
Two years ago—he is now twenty-nine— 
‘Prince William ranked only as a Major, and 

in general looked with surprise at 
the slowness with which he advanced, yet 
all praised the thoroughness of his military 
education. Innumerable princelings were 
then above him, as well as untitled men of 
not much lenger, service, for a Prussian 
Prince receives hig straps at the age of ten. 
He was compelled to work like the rest of 
his comradés, equally subject to military dis- 
cipline. Early and late he was with his reg- 
iment, ordered about as an ordinary Major, 
saluting his superiors, with little or no at- 


tention—in a military’ way— paid to his royal | 
rank. But all this is changed, and he wears | 


now the brilliant insignia of a Prussian 
Major-General. » Emperor appointed 
him by telegraph, he being stationed at Pots- 
dam, and afew hours later he presented 
himself to his granésire in. his pew regi- 


mentals, beamingly happy at his increased 


importance. Any hour may make him 
Crown Prince—yes, may make him King and 
Emperor—and the proud old ruler has at 
last thought it best to recognize this possi- 
bility, and prepare the young man for its 
realization. 

Yet Prince William is a young-looking 
Major-General. He lacks the prominent, 
rugged features of his father and the hand- 
some lines of his grandsire. The Hohen- 
zollerns have no hereditary physical char- 


acteristics. Even Prof. Virchow failed to | 


find any cranial ones in his scientific exam- 
ination of the ancestral skulls. They have 
never intermarried, having the purest 
blood of all royal families, a custom which 
tends to preserve and intensify peculiari- 
ties. Prince William has the appearance of 
a young man of twenty-five. His upper lip 
shows a sparse blond mustache, his nose is 
slightly Roman, with a medium forehead, 
and his hair stands back like Beethoven’s. 
But, despite the comparatively weak chin, 
his cold blue eye has a brave, daring ex- 
pression, which reminds one a little of the 
Great Frederick, whom he is fondly said to 
resemble in character. He is siender in 
build and shorter in 
brother, ‘the ‘Naval Hohenzollern.” His 
right hand is badly crippled and his right 
arm at least two inches shorter than his 
left, a defect which has caused as much an- 
noyance and mental pain as ever Byron's 
deformity did. He tries upon every occa- 
sion to conceal it, but tries, of course, in 
vain. Yet the skill he possesses is remark- 
able. He carries his sword upon parade as 
well as any officer, and has become a most 
excellent fencer, rides like a Cossack, and 
shoots with unerring aim. 

No officer in the armyis more popular 
than this royal scion, and none is more clev- 
er. No wonder that his men are attached 
tohim. He has a pleasant word for all, 
cracks his joke with the common man as 
though he were of his number. 
ing haS Been very démocratic. He atteud- 
ed school at Cassel, boarding with one of 
the teachers, and treated exactly as one of 
the other boys. 
he noticed one of his comrades eating the 
black bread which the poorer ciasses use 
in Germany. Wishing to taste it, he of- 
fered to “ trade’’ with the boy—the son, l 
believe, of a poor mechanic, who, of course, 
was only too glad todoso. It pleased the 
Prince’s palate so much that he made an 
agreement to exchange lunches with the 
boy every day, and thenceforward he al- 
ways feasted upon the black bread baked 
in the house of the mechanic. He was 
graduated after several years at Casse] 
among the firstin his class, to the grea 
satisfaction of his parents, who attended 
the commencement., He afterward--as is 
the Hohenzollern custom—attended the 
university at Bonn, and joined the famous 
Saxo-Borussen Corps, over whose annual 
meetings he presides, and is as eager as 
any in relating the pranks of his student 
days, and to-day one meets him in the 
streets of Berlin in civilian’s .clothes, min- 
gling with the people like the ** citizen 
King.” 

The malady and suffering of the Crown 
Prince in the far-off Italian town havg 
roused the sympathies of the whole popu- 
lation; but, despite his popularity, despite 
the way they love him, it is safe to say that 
the majority of the nation spend more en- 
thusiasm upon his son, look upon Prince 
William as the wearer of the mantle of 
Frederick the Great, and believes him des- 
tined to fulfil the cherjshed hopes of Ger- 
many, further the plans of a Bismarck and 
Moltke, and cement the union of the Fath- 
erland.

ie the Average Husband a Right 


noe see to Open Them? 


A Lady Writer auistpalliiny. Reotecs 


Against a Recent Decision by a French 
Court—The Whole Question in 
a Nut-Shell. 


a seca teu on all neiember it, 2 
letter intended exclusively for the eyes of 
madame fell into the hands of monsieur, 
and presto! a scandal in high life, a court 
scene, a divorce, and madame is left to the 
perusal of her billet doux. At that time the 
question: *‘ Can aman open his wife’s let- 
ters?’ was-first raised, and over there in 
France the court answered the question in 
the affirmative, and now the wife who en- 
joys the privilege of breaking the seals 
of her letters does so through the courtesy 
of her husband. Truly, ‘this is a pretty 
how d’ye do.” : 

Happily, America isa law unto herself, 
observes a woman writer in the Baltimore 
American, and, so far as we are concerned, 
the question remains unanswered. There 
is not the slightest doubt in my own mind 
that if it were put to our courts they would 
follow the precedent set themin France, 
and declare that a man has the legal right 
to open his wife’s letters, but not vice versa. 
Why! Simply because the judges are men, 
and we all know that every law which is to 
decide between a man and his wife goes in 
favor of the man, because men are the law- 
makers. Now, in the particular case of 
monsieur and madame,-cited above, there 
was a plausible excuse for the husband 
opening her letters, which proved his sus- 
picions well founded; but as American 
wives do not become entangled in the 
affairs for which the gay Parisian dames 
are famous, there is no reason why a man 
should not investigate his wife’s corre- 

spondence. Indeed, if either should have 
surveillance over the other it should be the 
wife.over the husband, for she would be 
sure to discover many more escapades than 
would he. Putting aside all such motives 
as those influencing monsieur, I claum that 
to open his wife’s letters is not the right of 
any man, and a desire on his part to do so 
implies distrust and suspicion of his wife. 

The idea of a woman being treated in her 
own home, and by her own husband, as 
though she were a romantic school-girl, to 
be watched by a vigilant master, and to 
have her letters intercepted by him, who 
may not give them to her at all if it should 
best please him not todoso! It is an insult 
to a wife to be so treated, and any woman 
of spirit would resent it. 

Yet there are no doubt men in our own 
city even who consider it their prerogative 
toopen and read their wives’ letters, but 
would raise the roof if their wives should 
return the compliment. I have never met 
one of this kind and I hope I never will, but 
I am sure such exist. 

Such “superior lights’’ of husbands lead 
us to sermonize a little. 

What an unequal partnership is matri- 
mony after all; both parties make the same 
promises at the altar, yet only one is ex- 
pected to keep them, and that the weaker 
member. Most men seem to think that 
their wives should have no opinions, friends 
or interests other than theirs. Now, it is all 
folly to suppose that because a woman mar- 
ries she must give up her individuality, her 
opinions and her correspondence. She is 
still a responsible being in the eyes of God 
and her fellow-creatures, strange as it may 
seem. She still has a mind and a heart— 
no, not a heart—tzat she gives to her hus- 
band, or is supposed to; and, by the way, 
she does not promise him any thing,. while 

he bestows all his worldly goods upon her, 
which, of course, must inciude his letters, 
while in reality he takes hers and keeps his 


own. 

Charles Dudley Warner, in replying to 
the question: *‘ Can aman open his wife’s 
letters?’ said that it would depend upon 
what kind of a husband he is. I think it 
would be nearer right to say it would de- 
pend upon what kind of a wife she is. 
‘* Discretion is the better part of valor,’’ as 
many a husband would learnif he made so 
bold as to open his wife’s letters. 

There is scarcely a wife who does not 
take her husband sufficiehtly into her con- 
fidence to tell him who her letters are from 
and to read them to him, or, perhaps, let 
him read them himself; but this is a very 
different matter from having them first 
opened, read and passed upon by one for 
whom they were not intended. Of course, 
many women receive .letters that never 
reach the eyes of their life partners, not 
because they contain aught that would not 
bear the light of day, not because the wife 
is afraid or ashamed to show them, but 
simply because they contain things that are 
none of his affair. How often the home let- 
ters are written only for daughters’ or sis- 
ters’ eyes! HoW much of the’ family cares 


‘can be told her that would be proudly with- 


held from son-in-law or brother-in-law! 


’ Then, there are the letters from dear, in- 
’ timate girl friends, who pour out the se- 


crets of their heart upon paper for the sym-- 
pathy and entertainment of sweet Mrs. 
Jones, but not for the eyes of sarcastic Mr. 
Jones. A very laughable but sensible 
reason for a wife withholding her letters 
from her husband was given by a con- 
temperary not long since, 

She said: ‘“‘ These letters contain the con- 
fessions of another soul, the confidences of 
another mind, that would be rudely treated 
if given any sortof publicity. And while 
husband and wife are one to each other, 


they are two in the eyes of other poople, and 


it may well happen that a friend will desire 
to impart something to a discreet woman 


— which she would not intrust to the babbling 


husband of that woman.” 

That’s the whole thing in a nutshell. So 
we see that a woman of honor may keep her 
correspondence from her “better half”’ 
without in any way reflecting discredit on 
herself. As some one has truly said: ‘The 
eharm of a letter is goneif read second 
hand, the aroma, escapes, when opened by 
another.” Half of the pleasure is the eager 
expectancy felt while breaking the seal. 
Imagine how one must feel while waiting 
for her letter to be read slowly and delib- 
erately and then carelessly or angrily tossed 
to her; I should think she would rather put 
them in the fire than’ read them thén. Some 
women would.
